princes and has been carried out not for the benefit of Bur- 
mans but for that of English traders and Civilians. Although 
the opposition of the native newspapers has not been successful, 

it is something that the Viceroy considered it necessary to 
make a reference to it in his speech in the Legislative Cown- 
ceil. The Shaftg quotes an extract from the abstract of the 
Viceroy’s speech, as given in the Civil and Military Gazette, 
and observes that the British Ministry approves of the an- 
nexation of Burma, because it will add to its popularity at 
home, and that Englishmen in general also approve of the 
measure, becuuse their traders will make large profits by 
carrying on trade . with the country, and thousands of their 
countrymen will find employment there. But the approval of 
the Ministry and the English nation is no conclusive proof 
of the justice of the Viceroy’s policy. His Excellency should 
show that the measure will be advantageous to the Burmans. 
Bat the truth is, that their independence, prosperity, trade 
and industries will soon be things of the past, and that, like a 
subject people, they willbe reduced to mere hewers of wood and 
drawers of water.
